as he had voted for engrossment" of 
the bill during the morning.

TAX BILL 


The performance of the state senate 


[Wednesday in dealing vrith the tax bill is 
added proof of the lack of intelligent con- 
sideration of the measure. It shows that 
•whatever action is taken will be the re- 
sult of politics, and nothing else. As mat- 
ters stand now the bill is thirty per cent 
Blaine and seventy per cent socialist. In 
order to get the socialist support the 
amendment adopted last week, providing 
for a deduction of 6 per cent of assessed 
value of real and personal property used 
in producing income .in lieu of the present 
personal property offset, is now rejected. 
If the 6 per cent provision brought in by 
the administration a week ago was good 
then it is good now. Yet it is surrendered 
to get three socialist votes. Obviously a 
bill so put together is not constructed in 
good faith and with, no regard for public 
interests. 
The same thing applies to the 


• repeated changes in the manner of distri- 


bution. 
These things of themselves dis- 


close that the administration has no fixed 
policy with reference to taxation. Fur- 
thermore, not a. single member of the sen- 
ate, nor the governor himself, has any 
real understanding of what the effects of 
the 
legislation would 
be. 
So many 


ehanges have been made in the original 
bill that calculations based on its provi- 
sions are of no value. Everything has be- 
come mere guess work. 
Changes and 


amendments are made solely to get votes. 
How much revenue the amended bill will 
\ 


produce and how it will affect taxpayers, 
no one has the slightest idea, and no one 
seems to care. 
The only known fact is 


that taxes will be increased and that the 
increase to small manufacturers and mer- 
chants will be very heavy. 


If the administration were sincere in its 


professions of a desire to equalize taxes or 
to impose them scientifically and equit- 
ably, with due regard to all interests con- 
cerned, it would immediately abandon the 
program of tax revision and leave the mat- 
ter to the consideration of a committee to 
study the question during the next two 
years. If that were done something might 
be brought forward that would stand an- 
alysis, provided a committee were named 
of an open mind and without preconceived 
notions about taxation. Furthermore, if 
this postponement were made it is alto- 
gether probable that developments during 
the next year or two would show the wis- 
dom of general reduction in taxation, and 
not an increase. 


If the administration is alert to public 


opinion it cannot fail to take notice of the 
wide public disapproval of its course, 
ilany public meetings have been held, 
largely attended by farmers, protesting 
against the proposed tax revision. 
"We 


cannot see how it -can consistently defend 
its position when it is perfectly evident 
that any tax measure enacted will be hope- 
lessly involved in politics and its essential 
character controlled by socialists.
